Notes: Fragment of a document used as the binding of a Discorso Sulla superstizione dell'Arte magica. Of the date of 
the original document, only this remains, "//tesimo septimo Quarto kalendas martii Pontificatus Anno Quarto," which 
may be translated and expanded to "1507, 26 February, in the 4th year of the pontificate of Julius II." Of the date of the 
reissued (and present) copy, only this remains, "//Quingentesimo quinquagesimo primo indictione nona die vero nona 
mense maii pontificatus sanctissimi in christo patris et domini nostri//," which may be translated and expanded to 
"1551, 9th indictione, on the 9th day of May of the pontificate of the most holy father in Christ, and our lord, Julius III." 
The official effecting the reissue is Julius de Gentilibus, scriptor apostolicus ac Comes et miles pala«tinus» (his name 
and title occur after the engrossed words, "Nos igitur"). The word "cenomanen." appears on the last line of the complete 
document.

Incipit: Reissue in 1551 of a document first issued in 1507 (?), whereby an unknown person was accorded certain 


powers, including those to grant degrees in law, theology and medicine, to nominate notaries and judges, to 
legitimize irregularly born children, and nominate three people to high positions. 


Notes: Julius de Gentilibus's name also occurs in the Abstracts of Protocols of the Town Clerks of Glasgow, ed. R. 
Renwick (Glasgow 1897) where at item 1347, Mr. William Salmond in 1559, because of the powers granted to him 
by Julius de Gentilibus, made someone else a notary. There is a Giulio Gentili buried (second half of the 16th 
century) in the church of Trinità dei Monti in Rome. 


Status of text: Just under one half of the document has been cropped away on the left side. 
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
